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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The user interface (140) of the hand-held device 
(100) is a function control panel providing information to the user related to utilizing the remote control device to control a particular 
appliance (or multiple devices). The hand-held device provides icons to be displayed on the user interface, and each icon represents one 
single device. The selection of the icon would provide a control signal to the functions interface and the functions interface would then 
access the control sofware for that applicance from memory and configure the user interface function control panel so that it would be 
configured to control the applicance selected.
